Teaching. 





BIOGRAPHIES 





Besides earning graduate and under- 
graduate degrees in music and education at 
the University of Toronto, Paul studied piano 
with Clifford Poole, arranging and composi- 
tion with Gordon Delamont and composi- 
tion with John Beckwith. Paul also attended 
Berklee College (Boston) where he studied 
saxophone with Joe Viola and arranging 
with Ted Pease. 

Paul has performed at the Downtown 
Toronto Jazz Festival, the Sounds of Toronto 
Jazz Series on CJRT.FM, several CBC Ra- 
dio broadcasts as well as local Toronto jazz 
clubs. He has recorded two CDs as pianist / 
arranger with jazz singer, Trish Colter, The 
Dance Never Ends (1998) and At Long Last 
Love (2002) and 3 CDs as a conductor, with 
the University of Toronto 10 O’clock Jazz 
Orchestra, Think Nice Thoughts (1999), Off 
the Cuff (2001) and Rivers (2005). His quar- 
tet recording, The Heart of Summer, con- 
taining a collection of Paul’s compositions 
features Paul on piano along with bassist 
and composer Kieran Overs, and composer, 
band leader Barry Elmes on drums. Featured 
with the rhythm section is the wonderful 
New York saxophonist, Scott Robinson. 

He has published arrangements and 
compositions with Boosey and Hawkes, Bel- 
win, UNC Press, Beldriana Publishing and 
Warner Bros. and has worked with Oscar 
Peterson in the production of three volumes 
of transcriptions of Peterson’s compositions 
and improvisations. Several of his compo- 
sitions appeared in the now out of print, 
Canadian Jazz Fakebook. He is Canada’s 
Representative on the Executive Board of 
the International Association for Jazz Educa- 
tion (IAJE) and is former editor of the IAJE 
Canada Bulletin, and Director of Communi- 
cations and Webmaster for IAJE Canada. 

He has adjudicated at festivals and pre- 
sented workshops throughout Canada since 
1975. Paul is on the summer jazz faculty of 
the Prairielands Jazz Camp (Saskatchewan) 
and was founder and coordinator of the Na- 
tional Music Camp Jazz Program in Ontario 
from 1987-2001.
